THE DUTCH NAVY. 

. _ The Hague, Nov. 4. 

The Government has introduced ints the Second Chamber a new 
naval programme, aiming at defence of the motherland and the 
colonies by means of small craft, material like submarines, torpedo- 
boats, mines and aircraft, which will be supplementary to the exist- 
Ing fleet. In view cf the financial pcsition the Government bas for 
the present decided to confine itself to a programme for six years. 
The programme involves the expenditure of . two handred million 
guilders, spread over twelve years. A base will be established at 
Tandjong Prick,.and later Scerabaya will also be transformed into 
an auxiliary base. The Liu archipelago will be provided with an 
aoxiliary base and Macassar will be provided with a battery of 
medium calibre guns. . 


WHO OWNS GREENLAND? 


Christiania, Nov. 4. 

In connection with Danish Foreign Office announcement In 
May, that henceforth the whole of Greenland would be subject to 
Danish sovereignty, the Norwegian Government has refused.to re- 
cognize the extension cf sovereigity on the ground that it involves 
the extension of the Danish monopoly, to the prejudice of Norwegian 
whaling, sealing and fishing. . 


AMERICAN CONCESSIONS IN RUSSIA.

A LITERARY STATESMAX, 

The tradition of the statesman. 
Wterateur found a worthy 
exponantin Lord Rosebery. Moat 
of his volumes deal with political 
personages, and might therefore 
be clussed as biography or 
history rather than as Ht-rature 
Proper. Bur from the time of his 
first publication, in which he 
took Pitt for his subject, the 
erstwhile Premier showed that 
he was.no dryasdust chronicler, 


jbut a keen student of the human} ’ 


jelement libarally endowed ewith 
the faculty of giving thia attrac 
tive expression. Having dealt 
with Pitz, is was appropriate that 
tha stateaman-author should treat 
fof she extiaordinars charactor 
pagainst whon Pitt's efforts were 
directed, and this Lord Rosabery 
duty did. “Napoleon: the Last 
Phase” making its appearance 
in 1900. The elder Pitt has also 
heen the subject of his lordship's 
pen, which likewise turned its 
attention to a Cabinet head 
of Vater. date, Peal. Shorter 
treatment was given to 
2 Wariety of subjects in 7 Ad- 
dresses ard Appreciations.” and 

nosher volume, “From Gladia 
teurto Persimmon” {1 em not 
sure whether I lave named the 
fatter of. the horses carrectly), 
may ba called a classic of classic 
racing, being a histery of the 
Derby for sometding ike halfa 
contary. Needless to say, Lord 
Roseh rywaaa famous racehorse- 
awner and won. a number of 
big races, though he was rather 
unlucky, and while Pramier 
waa freely potiosay malignantls, 
criticised for his cnanection with 
tha Turf. 

Gladstone's successor bas now 
issued, or atloxed to be issued, 
4 miscellaneous collection under 
tha editorsbip of Mr. John 
Bucban, himself a writer of 
distinction. The collection in- 
cludes one or two long historical 
e-says;a few review articles and 
prefaces: and aiarge number of 
disquisitions on a variety of 
subjects delivered from Scottish 
Rectorial chairs or before statues 
which Lord Rosebery was on- 
veiling. . 

The little monograph on Lord 
Candolph Churchill is already 
wel known; it is extrrosdinarily 
good, and makesone wish that 
Lord Rosebery would supplement 
it with other portraits of bis con- 
temporanies. Tke stad of Peel 
is also familiar; it is just and 
iflominating, and it contains a 
particularly outspoken and acute 
passage on the modern Prime 
Minister ard the modern Cabinet. 
Of the other historical pipers the 
chief sre the greup which deal 
with Scotiaed and these contain 
passages which must 69 an in- 
spiration to any Scotsman whd 
teads ther. 

The most conspicuous of the 
literary essays i3 that on Borke. 
The one on Johnson was a cen- 
tenary address given at Lichfield; 
the main elemvats in the Doctor's 
‘character and in Boswell’s 
ssccess have never been better or 
more succinctly described, says 
Mr. J.C. Squire, to whose review 
I am icdebted for the, facts in 
relation to the present volume; 
yet I have’ a fairly distinct 
recollection of Lord Rosebery 
confessing that the dust on his 
bookshelves where the John- 
sonian volumes repoze bas been 
undisturbed, except for the spots 
where the “Poets” and “ Ras- 
selas” lay. Lord Resebery is 
obviously ¢atholic. He is heorty 
in his admirations and pleasantly 
candid about his distikes. He 
says, refreehingly, that he finds 
Chesterfield’ letters dreary; he, 
describes “Tha Master of Bal- 
lantrae” anan “ntterly repulsive” 
story of “the conflict of & 
scoundrel against a maniac 
narrated by a coward ™; hoe be- 
trays an intimate knowledge of 
Swift, Scott, and Miss Austen; 
and hs writes a charming ap- 
preciation of Thackeray in which 
the qualities and defects of 
* Vanity Fair” are balanced with 
consummate art.

This oid ship. probably the old- 
est in the world, was built in Fu 
Cnaow, Carina, in 1953,. She was 
built mainly ofcamphar-wool and 
iron-wood, of a.grade better than 
can be procured in these days of 
second-growth timber...Her main- 
mast is a parfect piece of iroa- 
wood $0 feet long and nine featin 
circumference, and has an 
estimated weight of 20 tons. Her 
main beam is mada of one solid, 
huye tree. squsred off, and is four 
feet in diamoater. 4 

The superstitious Chinese form- 
ed her to represent a sea monster.

the portholea were the eyea; and 
the masts and sails were the fins.

During the first year of the 
Panama-California Expasitioa, 
the Ningoo was on display in San 
Diero Bay, and after being 
exhibited in various places she 
was finally deposited in Catalina 
Harbdgur, where she has since 
remained, having passed inta the 
hands of the old Banning Com- 
pany, which at one time owned 
Catalina Istand. —~

Sir Joseph Larmor holds the 
same high position in British 
science to-day that the Profes-or 
G. F. Fiz Gerad. of Trimy 
College, Duulin, drt a veneration 
ago, and msy weil ve described 
ithe Fizgerald of Cambridge. 
In fact, to be precise, the 
theory of relativity owed its 
oragin ta. Fitz Gerald's explana- 
tiom, as far back as 1888, of 
Micaelson and Morley’s faiture 
to detect any relative motion 
between the earth and the other. 

He showed that if all bodies 
zontracted in the same proportion 
in the direction of their motion 
we should have no fixed standard 
ot length, as measuring rules and 
all scientific instruments would 
dikewise change their dimensions.

An Interesting Statement. . 


The Canadian Pacific was host 
on September 27th. to one of the 
pany of distinguished Chinese 
delegates who are visiting Canada 
with a view to studying the 
Canadian Railway Systems. Mr. 
oachen Loo, a son of the farmer 
general director of Chinere Rail- 
Ways, Was a visitor, and was 
giveoo general insight into the 
scope of the C.P.R. and its rela- 
tion to the Staamship services of 
the compasy on the Atlantic and 
the Pacific. : 

Mr. Sachen Loo had visited all 
the big railwars of America aod 
Britain during the pass ‘eight 
months, but informed’ the “star” 
to day that the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, by reagon of it3 steam- 
ship facilities on two oceans, was 
by far the most complete or any 
of the big world transportation 
companies, both for passangers 
and freight. “It is of tremendous 
size, in mileage,” he added, “bus 
ibis the completeness of the sys- 
tem which impresses me most.” 

Turning to China, to which he 
15 now returned on the Canadian 
Pacitic “Empre>s of Asia” oo 
October Juth. from Vancouver, |

We 
know what the Germansdid with 
Belgian railways and how they 
were used to overrun northera 
France.”

SHIPPING THROUGH THE KIEL 
CANAL. 

_ The number of toll-paying 
ships which passed through the 
Kiel Canal in 1920 was mbout 50 
per cent. of the 1913 number, 
although the registered tonnage 
carried through the canal by these 
vessels in 1920 was about 90 per 
cent. of that carried in 1915, 
according to figures issued racent- 
ty by the Federal Statistical 
Burean of the German Ministry 
of Economics. The number of. 
toll-paying ships paasing through 
the Kiel Canal in 1920 was 25,877 
with "9,062,190 registered tons. 
i The number in 1913 was 53,382, 
with 10,349,929 registered tons.

On the 
voyage io question she was 
chartered by Mr. L..F. Patsone, 
a United’ States subject, toconvey 
gonds from Shanghai to Kamt- 
chatka, consigned to a Mr. Dorff. 
who isa Russian born but is now 
an Australian subject. When 
the Ralph Moller wae of 
Muroran, she was attacked by 
a gunboat of whatever Govern- 
ment mey have bsenin power at 
Viadivostok at the time. The 
Ralph Moller put into Maroren 
and anchored abont two miles 
from the shore, thus putting 
hera*lt in Japanese territoriat 
waters and heyond further 
molestation from the Rossian 
gunboat. The reason for the 
attack given by the commander 
of tbe gunboat was that the 
Ralph Moller was carrying arms 
to Kamtchstke. Telegraphic 
messages passed between the
